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Tu E Proprietors of private Sedan Chairs are intitled 
to Information how the Additional Duties they pay 
have been applied; ſome few Remarks for that Pur- 
poſe are prefixed to this annual Liſt of Licenſes, 
required by Law to be publiſhed, 


From the frequent Attendance of the Nobility and 
principal Gentry now requiſite in the Metropolis; and 
the Intercourle of Strangers likely to take Place, it 
may ſeem an Object not uninteretting, to counte- 
nance and eſtabliſh ſuch Places of public Reſort and 
Entertainment, as may form a rational Connection of 
poliſhed Manners and Society; and afford Occupation 
for thoſe Hours of Leiſure which might be other wiſe 
miſapplied. 


Since the unfortunate Accident in Fiſhamble-ſtreet, 
Dublin has been deſtitute of thoſe Accommodations 
that Cork, Waterford, Limerick, Belfaſt, and other 
Towns have been provided with. 


Caprice had proſcribed the Rotunda ; it had grown 
into Diſuſe, and though alone inadequate to public 
Reception, it naturally induced other Apartments to 
be annexed to it. The Iaconvenience ot the Poſition 
rendered the Undertaking troubleſome and expenſive. 
An additional Duty on private Chairs was granted and 
expreſsly appropriated for this Purpoſe with peculiar 
Propriety, as ariſing principally from female Refige- 
ment. The Public will aſcertain with what ſedulous 
Diligence it has been collected. 


The private Liberality of the Duke and Ducheſs of 
RuTLAND has been applied to that external Simpl:- 
city of Architecture which is not a Diſgrace to the 
Metropolis; and will remain a perpetual Memorial of 
their Munificence, The Funds of the Public have not 
been laviſhed on theſe Works; and the Report of the 
Commiſſioners of Accounts to Parliament, bears Teſti- 
mony of the Accuracy and Integrity of the Expen- 
diture. 
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A Subſcription of two hundred Perſons was ſet 
forward. The Object was to procure the perſonal 
Protection and Attendance of the Subſcribers, as their 
Tickets were not transferable, and to induce 4 further 
Annual Subſcription. 


The annexed Calculations will ſhew, pecuniary Con- 
ſide rations were not the Motives for a perpetual Sub- 
ſcription. The Profits to the Charity on the ſix Annual 
Aſſemblies propoſed, would not amount to two per 
Cent, on the Expenditure. 


No Charity is more deſtitute of Fund, no Charit 
more deſerving public Protection, than that where this 
inconſiderable Balance will be approprixted. The For- 
mality of a Recommendation is not here neceſlary ; 
certam Relief, and an Aſylum, are open for the moſt 
deſtitute and abandoned; few Nights paſs without 
the Reception of both; the Neceffity of admitting 2 
Succeſſion, obliges the Time of their Continuance to 
be limited. Apartments of Parade (the Abuſe of 
almoſt every Charity, and the Reſidence of Officers) are 
fitting np for the Reception of the Poor, The Num- 
bers relieved in 1776 were 802; in 1936,-1351, 
Under theſe Circumſtances, perhaps in ſome future 
Regulation of Bounty, this Foundation may experience 
that humane Aid 9 deſervedly extended to the Hiber- 
nian, Marine, Fuundling, and Houſe of Induſtry 
Charities, It may be neceſſary to explain why the 
Committee appointed to conduct this Work have been 
(where no pecuniary Advantage could accrue) fo 
uncommonly afſiduvus and perfevering, and, at Times, 
ſo conſiderably in Advance. The Reaſons are, that 
the Injury the Charity might have fuſtained from 
levelling the Garden Incloſure, bound them to Exer- 
tions on its Behalf, and a more cautious Conduct would 
have expoſed the Building to certain Injury from the 
Weather.

Funds, the Committee have declined their trouble- 
ſome Oſſice.

Their Sublcriptions, and many 
unpaid of the preſent Liſt, wi!l not be demanded until 
there may be forme Likelihood of applying them with 
Effect. 


They have republiſhed the Terms of the Subſcrip. 
tion, &c. have collected the Meaſurements of the 
new Reception Rooms at Edinburgh and at Bath, and 
have added ſuch Engravings as were neceſſary to ex- 
plain their intended De ſign. 


The Waiting-Hall for Chairmen, 42 by 27, the prin- 
cipal Entrance from Great Britain-itreet, or Hall for 
Servants, 27 Feet ſquare, the Veſtibule or Bar, the 
Card- oom, 60 by 30 (propoſed to occupy the Space 
between the Rotunda and Hoſpital), are not yet 
begun : the other Apartments (particularly the Stair- 
caſe) are incomplete. Peculiar Care has been taken 
to facilitate Acceſs to thele Rooms, Carriages in 
Great Britain-ſtreet, public Sedan Chairs in Cavendiſh- 
ſtreet, private Sedan Chairs in the Hoſpital yard, will

« THE Governors of the Lying-'n Hoſpital, pur» 
ſuant to At of Parliament, have laid before the 
Commiſſioa-rs two Accounts, the fiſt containing 
their Receipts and Expenditures on Account of the 
new Buildings creching contiguous to the Rotunde, 
and alſo of the Railing ſurrounding the Hoſpital 
Garden, from the Commencement of the ſame to 
the ſourteenth Day of January one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and cighty-fx; the ſecond Account contains 
their Receipts and Fxp-nditures for the Buildings 
erecting contiguons to the Rotunda from the four- 
teenth Day of ſanua y to the third Day of December, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix, 


The Charge Part of the firſt Account, «mounting 
in the whole to four thouſzni ſix hundred and eighty- 
four Pounds one Shill'ng and eleven Pence, conſiſts of 
one thouſand four hundred and eighty Pounds twelve 
Shilliags and Six-pence received by private Benefacti- 
ons and Subſcriptions; of one thouſand Pounds bor 
rowed by Mortgage on the Chair Tax; and of two 
tho uſand two hundred and three Pounds nine Shillings 
ar! five Pence received dy Subſcription and the Sale

The Diſcharge Part of this Account, whereby it 
appears that the Iron Railing encloſing the Hoſpital 
Garden coſt the Sum of two thouſand two hundred 
and three Pounds nine Shillings and ſeven Pence Half. 
penny, is regularly aad fairly ſtated under ſeparate 
Heads, and all the Articles are properly vouched; 
the whole, amounting to four thouſand nine hundred 
and fix Pounds feven Shillines and one Half-penny, 
makes a Balance in faveur of the Acccuntants of teu

Half-pence, 


The Charge Part of the ſecond Account has ariſon 
from one thouſand one hundred and twenty Pounis 
received from the Commiſſioners for making wide 
Streets, for taking down the old Coffee-houſe in 
Granby-row, and for laying «pen a Lot of Ground 
adjoining Cavendiſh-ſtreet oppoſite Sackville-ſtrect, 
and from a Sum of three thouſind Pounds borrowed 
by a ſecond Mortgage on the Chair Tax, amounting in 
all to four thouſand one hundred and twenty Pounds, 


The Diſcharge Part of this laſt Account appeared 

to the Commitſioners to be ſtated in the ſame regular 
Manner, and all the Articles veuched with the like 
Accuracy as in the former, It has alſo appeared, 
that as far as the Work has proceeded the New 
Buildings are executed in the belt and mo't perma- 
nent Manner, and could not have been performed at 
a cheaper Rate than has been charged in both the 
Accounts; that Care was taken to provide the Mate- 
rials on the moſt reaſonable Terms; that all the Ma- 
terials were applied to the Uſes and Purpoſes for 
which they were purchaſed; that the Artificers and 
Labourers employed were in general paid at the ac- 
cuſtomed Rates, and ſome of them lower; and thit 
the Buildings are carrying on upon the ſame Principle 
of Oeconomy as if un ſertaken at private Expence: 
The Charge Pert of this Account amounts to ſour 
thouſand one hundred and twenty Pounds, and the 
Diſcharge to four thouſanSight hundred end forty 
Pounds two Shillings and, Four-pence Hal'p-nny, 
conſequently the Expenditure has exceeded the Receipt 
in the Sum of ſeven hundred and twenty Paund. twy 
Shillings and F:ur-ferce Half enn. 


Upon the Whol- of theſe two Accounts it appears, 
that the Diſburſements of the Gove: noms of the Lying 
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in Hoſpital amount to nine thouſand ſeven hundred and 
forty-lix Pounds nine Shillings and Five-pence, of 
which two thouſand two hundred and three Pounds 
nine Shillings and Seven-pence Halſpenny were laid 
out in incloſing the Hoſpital Garden with an iron 
Railing and building the Watch-houſ-s, the I xpence 
having been deftayed by private Contributions; the 
remaining Sum of ſeven thouſand five hund ed and 
forty-two Poun.!s nincteen Sliillings and Nine-pence 
Hal'penny has been expended on the New Buildings 
contiguous to the Retunda,

The Public may have to regret that the preſent 
Arrangement of Parliamentary Finance has precluded 
the completing a Deſign calculated for their Accom- 
modation ; and which (far from the ludicrous Idea of 
a Dancing School) would, by Civilization of Manners, 
have proved a national Advantage. 


The Emolument of the Hoſpital ſeemed a ſecon- 
dary Object. The Utility of that Inſtitution mu? 
entitle it to a ſuthcient Support, or its humane Effects 
muſt become limited, 


The Conductors of the Work are relieved from an 
embarraſſed Situation, where the Event was doubt- 
ful; and the Trouble in the ſubſequent Regulations 
not leſs than what they have experienced in an unte- 
mitted Attention of three Years, The Buildings are 
ſecure from Weather, The Intention of the Deſign 
may be collected from the Specimens executed, and 
from the Plates. There was not in the preceding 
Winter the Interruption of a ſingle Day. The Ad- 
vantages of a more favourable Seaſon are now relin- 


quiſhed ; and the Work finally eloſed this 29th Day 
of May, 1787. ö
